As the^convention .convened, several persons, bQth men 
and women, .appeared to be talking, at the same^ 
unidentified male was overheard t:o make a remark regarding ,the 
n^spapef reporters,, aiid atiother .male -voice was:*'ovei:heard" from 
this hubbiib of conversation -to maker a comment^regarding; the 
changing of the meeting pl^ce for the convention. Neither of. 
these comments were clearly understood'. -^ * ^ 

The convention, itself, was called to order and 
opened by a prayer led by an unidentified male. The person 
. leading in; the opening prayer spoke very quietly, so much so 
that the wording of his- prayer could not be understood. 

At the conclusion pf the prayer, the entire group 
reicited in unison the Pledge of Allegiance to the American Flag . 

Following the Pledge of Allegiance to the American. 
Flag by the group, ah unidentified male began to speak. This 
person spoke in^a low, quiet ypice and sounded to be the voice 
of, the same man who had ppehed the convention with the, prayer i 
^ It was difficult to understand his remarks. He was overheard 
^i\ to welcome the group to Dayton, Ohip,, and thereafter iaade reference 

to the publicity which the convention had received, through the 
media of the newspaper, radio, and television. He also made 
reference to the efforts of DUBBS and RISNER to obtain a hall for 
the convention. He stated that a hall had been obtained, but 
only yesterday the h^ll had been cancelled. He attributed .the 
cancellation, of the halL to the lies- which, were published in the 
neiwspaper and over the radio regarding the convention. 

This speaker also commented" that the platform; .of the 
National States Rights Party, including the Constitutional 
tights .of the citizens of America,, are contrary to the policies 
and. beliefs of those persons presently in power in the United 
States Government. He said that those in power fear the 
opposition to their qwn policies and beliefs. This speaker 
then continued by sajring that he came into this controversy 
with Cpinmunism when he was -22 years, of age. He said that he

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had 'been familiar with, "the Coinniunist Intentions 
since back in the early 1920' s. He continued that 
the oth^r dav he, ran -into a 1931 puialicatioiij which 
set out at that tlirie thez;yiews and objectives of the 
'Conanunist Party. iHe said' that the cdiniminists even then 
intended to undermine oiir American way of life and * 
interpose their communist form of government on the 
people of the United .'States.' He said that back ,in the 
1930 's very few people believed theV.commuhists' or bel'ieyed 
that what they said could come true iii this country. He' 
said, however, that we .have realized, that' this could happen 
and has happened "right now". _He .advocated that the 
greatest offense to comsMnism was state government, 
according to the Constitution, to prevent commiinism in 
our Federal Government. He explained that if , we paid 
saore attention to. our state government the communists 
would have to deaj^ with '48 governments rather than to 
iiifiltrate ohlyi'one. government. He .urged that the 
people of the Onited States should pay more attention 
to their Constitution ^d abide by tEeir own state 
.government and run their own state business, in the 
manner in which they desired their business to be ruhi 
Fpllowinig this, comment, there was a. loud applause by 
those in attendance. 

This speaicer theti ,made reference to the 
probleins relating to integration, mental health, and all 
^e other .sbcialrtype legislations which are being; forced 
on the people by the Federal Government. He said that 
such programs will never become, effective and that they 
will be exposed by what they actually mean themselves. 
He .said that such legislation will never become 
effective until such time as the .state jgovemments 
recognize the rights of the state's citizens and the . 
Federal, Governments recognize the rights of the citizens 
also. He said that the man and woman of America is 
a citizen of two governments and' the laan and woman of . 
America, is the master of both of those governments . He 
said t:he> communis tis are working, feverishly to eliminate 
the state government due to the interference that it ' . 
causes. He said that the comnnahists have bbj ectiori to 
the city governments; they have objection to the county 
governments; they have objection, to the state governments. 
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He i^epeated that mental health, urban renewal, and 
other things were all a part of a program, which * 
opposed state' governments. . 

This speaker' then- began to criticize news 
media. He said that regardless "of what you tell the 
j>re8s, how- clearly -,you explain it to them,' they still 
fewisfc your words and; turn, them around until they are 
evetitual'ly. reported, with- the exact -opposite meaning 
of what you 'have actually ..said, k He; fstated that their 
methods have become so bad that- today;, even in 'our 
schools, a scho6i\cfiild does not Know the;'difference 
"between George Washington and Mickey Mous^; '' He also 
commented that the school child of today doesn't even 
know. ho>7 to spell "a four letter word., : , 

'.' ' ' [ ' '. ' ' >.'•'" ^ 
He then referred again> jto^ communism^' stating 
that: one third of the earth's surface, and one half: of 
the world's population is .communist, dominated. , He then . ' 
asked the question why should ,£he United' States fall 
victim to connruniam. He then said, that the Federal - 
Goyemment- has departed just as far as they can possibly 
legal Iv depart from constitutional government befdre. the 
whole house collapses. He said bur government does not 
have to collapse. ,He then said that he wanted to bring 
to the attention of those. present three things which 
have happened during, his lifetime which showed that the 
mer,cy of God' has been shown to the United States of 
.America. He then : stated, that during his, time WOODROW 
WILSON had been elected President. He described him as an 
intelligent and brilliant man, a man who had achieved fame 
in his own right. He said that there came a time that 
WILSON would not toleraite what was going on in his state 
department.. He said that the communist tried to 
capitalize on Mr. WILSON' s position, when he tried- to

^^!Qourt the right to iriterpriet it?" He said that the

Dr. FIELDS spoke next, openissg his cosanents by 
making refer ^ce to the heavy snows which had occurred in 
the South and e:q>iaining how bad' the snow- was in Louisville., 
Kent^clj^i He next said that he would- like to have a record 

of aill those, mem&ers in- attendances and said that ARTHUR 
wmijd' pass around' 'and take, up the registrations. ,He then 
began by stating that it was quite in^ortant for the JSatipnal 
States Rights Party to get on the batlot'o^.

bars,. JOHN KASPER". He then began reading the message 'which 
started out to all 'mea^er^ of the National States Rights 
Party^ greetings. He read KASPER's speech which started 
■^ off by stating that today was a historic «?ne, a great day, 
' a: mffliM>rable, occasion of a group who hid gathered; together 
in an* endeavor to dedicate themselves to the restoration

that; knowledge of this convention gives- "your true friend, 
JOHN KASPER", bounteous joy in his heart.. He said that 
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he expected in the fut^:tre total tritmrph in American 
nationalism for rights and prese^ation of the states and 
defeat of those who oppose themo His message concluded by 
saying may Qod bless and preserve ea.ch and everyone of you 
and was signed JOHN iCASPER, Davidson Pounty Workhouse, 
Nashville, Tennessee o 

After the reading of KASPER's message, those in 
attendance again applauded loudly* Iteo prSLDS then con« 
tinued Ibjr announcing that KASPER was not in a Federal 
institution and thkt anyone could write to him by just > 
addressing it ,to him at the. Davidson .C^tmty Woi^khouseo 
He also stated that KASPER was getti::xg along well and that 
the guards therfe were very nice to him and he comment;ed ^ 
they were having another meeting on Labor Day and thatt 
JOHN KASPER was expected there for that meetingo He; 
atated that JOHN KASPER would be" out sometime in June , and 
the business meeting* would be held on Labor Dayo He then 
stated that he had another message from thje Citizens 
Na;tional Law Enforcement Goimnissiok, and that this message, 
was provided by M^o MILLARD po^GRUBBSo He tlheri^started 
reading the message which began .Sep^ioB 23 of .the Bill of 
Rights of the S$ate ot Kentuclgr ^(mintelligible) o He then, 
explained that? ia other words the Sup3:reme Court c^uld not 
set aside or declare null and void ithis JSiil of Rights ^ 
FIELDS continued speaking in an unintelligible manner: 
regard juag^ this matter o He then wade reference to an * 
article that had been written by a member bf the Bar of the 
State of New Yorko He then stated that he declared to read 
a matter which related to the very beginning of American 
history and expressed the ideas of JHOMAS JEFFERSON and 
JAMES MAlDISON and JOHN MARSHALL, ami expressed the views 
of those early people who f orecastcsd the dangers in which 
we now are* He said that MARSHALL* speaking in the early 
and celebrated, case «?>f MARBURG yersus MADISON, discussed 
at length the Constitutional Amendn^aits timderlying this 

.' (miinteiligibie) c He then escplained that any 
law which is contrary to the prlsiciples of a constitution 
is void assd the courts are bound by this statement o He said 
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t^t this principle had been fomided by the co^lrt3 even 
prior to the ticcie thiat the Federal Constitution was adopted* 
He said that in the Federalist #33, HAMILTON observed that 
the framing convention, expressly specified that the consti- 
tiiitional provision for s^ipremacy of Federal law that thia 
supremacy is subject to be sure that it is in keeping with 
the Constitutiono He said that it was pointed out at the , 
beginning that any principle contrary to the Constitution 
will be acts of usurpation and will be considered null and 
voido He said that this applies to the Congress, the coiirt, 
and the president, or as applies to all combined o He said 
that HAMILTON fdsrther pointed out that the larger or major 
societies will not invade the rights and privileges of the 
SBialler societies o He said that every citizen has not only 
the right but the duty to act to prevent laws which are 
contrary to the principles of the Constitutiono . 

At this point a third unidentified speaker began 
to^ talko 

THIRD UNIDENTIFIED MALE SPEAKER 

This speaker started off by saying that there 
were times when a politician had i:®/ appeal to the people,, 
but now the people have to appeal to the politician o This 
Speaker started off f&irthex by saying that vhe wanted^ to 
speak on why thei^e was a need for their organization o He 
jsaid there was a time when little white children were bom 
to white mothers o He said *tha|b f ivq oy six years from now 
little white children ^^hould be' hppsi to TB^hite mothers.o He 
said that a hundred^"^ years Jrom now white^ childi^en should 
still be boim to white. m©th^s"o^ He -then^ 'continued speaking 
in an tmintelligible vpice aboiut integration and naongrelising 
the races . He said^ that; the northern -people would 'desire 
that. -our race become:, a 'iispngrelifsed.gr^ He .said that 
when our f oref athers -feaiie ta this cmmtry they came with 
their wives and their children to build a^v)a|w lando He 
said they didn't go to South Aiaerica or to Mexico, but 
they came to this countotfyo He said that they brought with 
them civilization and they brought with them their white stock, 
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He said they wanted to build- a free republic and one that would 
grow- and- One .that would enjoy Itself. He then compared the 
situation In South Merlca which was completely loongrellzed 
and said that they had never had a real republican form of 
government. He then asked If we were going to^ desert and throw 
away the principles of -our forefathers and' go for mongrellzatlpn 
like, they have in other countries". He answered his own question 
by saying, % don^t think .so, and then asked. But what are we 
going to do about it? He then said that' we^ have been sold out 
on all sides and at this time we can" t elect anything . He 
said that we" re different from the Negro vote, which is sought 
after in several states, and he named Pennsylvania,, I)ela^are} 
and others among the states seeking the Negro vote. He then 
asked again, what can we do about it , and he answered hid 
owh> question, saying we have got to get out and get our own 
bloc of votes. He said that we have no magnificent ^(dreams of 
putting our candidate into the White House this year,, but he 
said, "By George, I think we can gain some recognition." He 
said th^t we're getting tired of ■Noting for the- lesser of two 
evils* He said we're not going to sit here and say, well^ does 
NJqcON' like the NAACP more than HUMPHRIES or does HUMPHRY like 
the NAACP more than NIXON. He said there'^ls rip salvation to 
our. country to have to vote for somebody that will go. over to 
Africa and put his arm around a bunch of Niggers , He said our 
main objective at this time is to get on the ballot. (At this 
point the convention was unintelligible and difficult to under- 
stand. Tb.B voice continuing to speak sounded to be the same 
voice of Dr. FIELDS,, a pr^^vious speaker.) He then mentioned 
the Executive Goiianittee of the National States Rights Party and 
named the National Chairman as ARTHUR COLE, NED DIJPES, the 
National Secretary,, and MAT KOEHL, ®ur National, Organizer, and, 
he named one or two other uninteij.lgible persons as imembers pf 
the Committee. He said that the Goscmittee has riaxned Governor 
ORVlti. JPADBUS as Preslclential candidate and JOHN CROMLIN as 
Vice Presidential candidate. The speaker then mentioned the 
Constitution Party and, said that a Mr. McGUIRE had told the 
speaker that he had resigned as National, Chairman of the 
Constitutipn Party, McGUIRE had said, that he felt the organi- 
zation was good, but it v^otild not dominate if it did -not istand 
up for states rights and claimed that this was the party that 
would stop Communism and this ,whol^ integration -mess. - The 
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speaker said that McGUIRE had reconmended putting CROMLIN's name 
.on the ticket o The speaker continued by stating what difference 
does it make if we have tp mongrelize pur children by putting „ 
them with Negroe chiidrenjand we might as well give the whole< 
country away if we have to ,give our children .away* The speaker 
said thiat the name of our party is the States Rights Party* He 
said that the first States Rights Par^ was founded by Governor 
FIELDING WRIGHT and STOOM IHORMA^I in 1948 o^' .He :sai^ we hav€t^ been 
fighting to keep this party alive,,. -an

He then began ta explain ;how they could obtaih- votes 
fpr Governor FAUBUSo He said that if he had, a: petition and 
would walk down the street of llacpn, .Georgia ^ pr Raleigh, 
North Carolina^ he; woiild bet that he could\get nine out of . 
every ten white men to sign thi^ petition asking, for FAUBUS as 
President o He said they know what stand ORVILtE FAUBUS took in 
Jiittle/Rocko* He expla^ined that if they lipmihated^ someone^ not 
so ^ell known as FAUBJIS , tiiey couldn* t expect as much support. 
After a few additional cpmments in support of GfoyfrnQr ORVILLE 
FAUBUS as the Presidential Candida t&;, h% then mentioned, that 
the D^ocrattc Party , through , its -Democratic National Cpmniittee > 
has appointed, a group, to. prepare a civil fights plank in its 
party platform o He said he would bet that there wo^l<i ^® some 
thirty spHia Negroes on that Cmmittee, and it would also include 
ELEANOR ROOSEVELTo. He then offered remarks of criticism of 
ELEANOR ROOSEVELT and also of RICHMI) NIXON and mentioned that

This speaker continued and finally offered informal 
nomination for Governor ORVILLE FAIBUS* for Presidential 
candidate o He then inquired as to whether or hot there were 
any other noi3aihations from ;the f loor o He alsp nominated 
Admiral JOHN CROMblN for Vice ihresidential candidate ahjd asked 
if there were, any other nominations, from the floor for this

government. He said we are practically today 
civilizatioin j a defeated jracey a -^ef eated'-pebple. . He s^.id 
we've got to get , tour .brains- to work' .and .pur -willS' ,ahd : 
minds and pur Intellect and everything we've got 'lif we ^i^^e^d^ 
to survive. He said this struggle is no. mere pplitical'' ' .\ 
campaign, ^d he, shouted again, ."This struggle.* is; a^ticuggle- ^ 
.of a race to suryiyev" hV said this mtter is not only^^ , 
fought :out in Atlanta i Geprjgiaj and" in«^Mdntg^bmer:^>^ 
an4 in .Jackson, Mississippi, ';but this matter is 'bei)ttg f dught 
out in all the four comers, of this great earth, *jHe said 
this is not merely a political battle, but is; arbiolo^ical, '^ 
reality .of\,a race-. He said there is .a, .delib.erate premeditated' 
conspiracy tp'^.disfraud pur,; race,.*. He , said this* was; ;the re'^l ' 
question. He said all of those :pQiitic^l aipebts ^jc the 
question are just, w:ays of Ippkipg .at it. He said that if the. 
•iface. ■.6op3 hpt ;8.urvive, then all thes.e other vaijiies do not 
amount to anything. He said, what is. needed today is a .poiitical 
cris.ii8, and instead of preaching the idepipgy of mibcing. ,the 
^aces;, what is needed and; what must coine forth in one way or 
another is a political movement dedicated to the idea^ that the 
\flhite race has a, right to. survive like the rest and basied. 
fundamentally on? that irocWbed foundation of race and that .we 
in this hail tonight are struggling and striving ko be in the 
tforefi:pnt of that movement o He said that if things continue like 
they *^ re going tooay, the world before we, are gone is goixig to * 
be Communist 5 and- he said (^OTrunism is evei^ it°s Jewish, 
inspiration arid is under Jewish leadership and Jewisliu creation,, 
and this is, the enemy we fight o Integration is a piaft of that 
ismo The destruction of thte rights of our states is a part of 
that struggle o He said they n^y have destroyed the states, but 
they haven^t destroyed the power of the states, ;just f or that 
reasox^ alone^. He said they ** re out to destroy a sta:te po^er so 
that thqse^ states can have laws permitti'rig. racial intermarriages, 
laws in which a white society ican^t exist and live^ and wh^t we 
heed is laws that/willallW white ^ t^^ go to school with 
white children o -He said; the Ultimate al^ .of Coirauhism is to ' 
destroy the white face and, in destroying/the white racei; destroy 
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everything that the cwhi^^ created, including^ 

Christianity o He saidVthat Christianity has '^pn^ 
among white people o It** SMnever. thrived vamohg any- pther race* 
He said that Christianity Is a part^ of thg white^ ^#9l^> ^d if 
the white race goes down, Christianity goes dbwn,^ and in 
defending the white race we defend, Christianity * Fpilowing 
his coraaentrs there was another Ipud round of iapplause. 

The speaker coinmented that he lived in Atlainta,, 
Georgia o He said that he. realized that a great deal of J this 
fight would have to be borne by the. south,, but at the same 
tike cooperation from the north would be necessary « He said 
that in order to do any real good, .we would have to have a 
balance o£ power, and. we would need those interested white 
people from the north in order to haye a balance of power* He 
said the political parties would have to come to realize, the 
value iof the vote of the^ States Rights Party, and he sai-d that 
we would then be in a position to bargain and say ,all right , 
if you want our vote^ you have to talk ©ui; language* He. said 
that these, politicians who work for the Jews arid the inter- ^ 
racionalists and the\ Communists, and we^ ye got to create a 
political party in addition to those known ks Republicans arid 
Democrats, if we intend to saye our race and our; civilization o 
He said: that those people dori^/t have the best interests of ' 
America at heiart, and he referred to previous comments made :t>y 
ROBERT ,FI|LE>S, wlio said that in the south about half of them are 
.split rigbt down' the iaiddle of; the: stuiap because half of them 
vote Republican and half of them votie. Democratic o He said that 
each .party is looking for th^ vote, of the Negro and. t^e Je\/^ 
and although the popular vote in the sotjith is small compared; to 
the north, each -party needs the vote of the white people in the 
south, but as it stands now the ^outh has .been nailed to, the 
cross Iof |:he\crucif ixiono He explained that we feel the 
situation greater in the south because in many places in the 
south the population Is eighty per cent Negro o He^.^aid it^'s 
not a matter of whether, or not ypu want to' allow ;the Negro td 
vote, it^s a matter of whether or not ybu^warit the Negro to 
elect the officers o He said that you had to decide whether you 
wanted the Congressmen to be all Negroes or noto He said if 
yoti panted your mayors to be Negroes and you wanted your other 
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public officers to be Negroes and yw wanted to live in a 
-predciBihahtiy Negro- society., then all was all right. He said 
that if it was just a matter of giving a. small minority of 
Negroes the right to vote, there would be ;no problem involved. 
Nobody would object to a small minority of Negroes voting,- 
but* in many of the counties .of the south, giving them the right 
to. vote mean^ ybu'*ve got to get -oixt of the county yourself^ 
unless you want to live tmder their domination* However, ;he 
said the white race .just isn't willing to live under Negro 
domina.tiono (Lo.ud applause) i. 

He said, now our party is ,the States Rights Party, 
the National States Rights Party^ and as far as I'-.m cjncerjed- 
it means something. That's, not, just an idle (unintelligible) 
just to throW around, but jCt^xeally means something.. He, -stated 
that as far as he's concerned, it' means, that the state goverpments, 
each one of' them, have a sovereign and . Constitutional, right to 
vote for its cwn. rights under the Cpnstl^tutiono • He .stated that 
in 1956 every state in the south 'passed a: resolution with the 
exception of North Carolina'o; He said,- that this resdlutipn 
stated that the Supreme Court had gpnie beyond the atit^ority 
guaranteed by the Constitution -and that, therefore, the^ruling 
; of the. Supreme Court was- hull and, void, J and he;mfentipj|4^ that 
I these resolutions were passed in* every: staXe during f 1.956 and 

i 1957 He said' the legislatures; in the- south have already^ passed 
\ such a resoiutioh, and it is now just a ma'tter of politicians 

i standing behind the resolution and saying they re go^hg to 
j uphold it. He stated it was his, opinion that that was just what 
I the south was going to, do. He said it is not ,the part of the 

citizen to obey the usurpation of a Federal government or any^ 
other department, but it is: the Ait^.of the citizjja ^p_oh.ey the 
law, burhe sai*d when the Supreme' Court of the United States is 
under the dominsition of the Conaninists and admittedly are 
freeing Communists with ho law .to support their action, it, is 
hot our duty to uphold a Supreme Court; that acts in this 
- fashion. He said t^t if the. p.eople, don» t recpgnize the freedom 
that they have and -aren't willing to stand up and f ight f pr 
their freeddm^ then it's going to be taken away from them. He 
said^ this conspiracy is mbviiag in and taking, over everything. 
He said that they are now trying to pass laws tp move Eastern 
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Europe and Asia and everybody- else in on its;, and if we.^re going 
to preserve our freedoms, we 'ye got .to fight, fight,, fight.,, 
and he screamed these words,, fight. He said if the GEORGE 
WASHINGTONs, MADISONs^, arid other forefathers w:ho made this 
great iiation of ours and who gave us the freedoms which we 
have were here in this hall with us tonight, he was here to 
tell thos^ in attendance that they would be on ?*our side". For 
this comment, which he screamed at his audience, he received 
a loud round of appla:use. He also said that as long as. GEORGE 
WASHINGTON mid JEFFERSON DAVIS and MADISCJN are on our side, the 
rest could have KARL MARX and JOE STALIN, He said that unless 
we're willing to base our beliefs on a religious foundation 
and be willing to go out and fight for them and be killed on 
the. street for them if necessary, then we are going to lose our 
freedoms to this Communist conspiracy. He said we've already 
lost many of our professional people to the Comsounists, He 
said he referred to thie .jainisters and pastors , the lawyersf and 
doctors, the engineers and architects have all, piracitically ~ ' 
all, already gone over to the Communists, He said he wasn't 
saying ti\at to frighten the people, because he. still believes 
that we can win. But he said the secoret to winning is that we. 
must stand together and JEight together and love each other and 
fight for each other if necessary and be thrown in jail together 
JLf necessary, but together was the real secret of success; and 
he mentioned over again,. together-.<stogetherA He said we've got 
to decide whether we're coming together with the Negro arid ^he 
Jew or whether we're coming together with the white folks. He 
said if we don't come together, we're lost, everlastingly lost. 
He said there was a fight before when the people in the north 
took over, but he said .this battle that wd're fighting today 
is the last battle that the white people will ever fight and 
lose,, for if they los.e this battle, they're lost. He said we've 
gone down and we^ve gorie under for the last time and still be, 
able to come up. 

He said that when he said fight for the white race , 
he didn't mean hate others, but he said you're fightirig for 
the blood that runs in your veins and for those of your own 
kind and that it' s his understandirig that ,this is the true 
religion and that this is the way it was intended for you to be , 
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to fight for those of your 05m kindo He said that anything 
that God has made,, God has planted, an instinct in it, and 
:it's only a God^giyen instinct to fight for people of your own 
kindo Het said that when you^re fighting for those of your own 
kind, tlaat^s according to God's law, that's not the law, of any 
lunatic but that's the law of God*. He then stated that you'll 
find no argument for integration in tW Bible • He said he 
would defy any of these integrationists to find any authority 
^anywhere where God had. made anything that was suppose^ to mate 
with qther than those of its own* kind* He further stated that 
when you're out here fighting for those of your qwnr kind, don't 
let the other side try to convince you that they're fighting 
for God because they're not fighting for God, they're fighting 
to destroy what he has- cre'atedo He c©iafeiBtsed^ ,iia Siis cbnsments 
by statipig that this matter relating to race mixing and 
i|Jt.<?gra|:iqq'^was^ 'Star ted- with the de^il^^and was cohtvavy tq 
the , principles ©f pq.d* -He^ said that ^in- order fot vlb 'to do 
anythiiig. aboiuit t!^is situati©^ we har^fe got to be -counter-

negro and the white people are one jji the saine people speaks 
a lieo He said they are not, they^re different, they're 
different people. He said that when thatc great dcctament, 
the Declaration of Independence, was written and stated that 
all men are born free and eqtaal, they ineant that all people 
through their inheritance were free and equal* He said 
that they did icxot mean that ail the people of all the world 
were Tbotn equals. If that had been the case, they would have 
opened the Ujxitect States up and let all of the people of 
the world freely come into the United States « He said that 
moreover they did not include slaves because practically all 
of thme people who signed the Declaration of Independence 
at that time themselves owned slaves* They said whatever 
we jtiust do, we must hold firm to the idea of being one 
^people* He continued that that's no hate of anybody else 
jvtBt becatise we don't want to .mix our blood with a negro, 
but it is jugt human nature* He cited that the example of 
going out into the woods and seeing the beauty created by 
nature where you observe an oak tree and then you observe 
a different type of tree. He said that if the idea of all 
beting one were true^ tlien there would be no oak tree, there 
would be no other type, of tree. A tree would jtist be 
identified as a tree . There would be neither oak, elm^ pine , 
or a$h. He ^aid that that's the way God intended it to be, 
and if we come along and try to mix what God intended to be 
separated, we will pay an everlasting penialty for this fault. 
The speaker then stopped and asked, if he ha<d talked too long, 
^d an unkrtown nele voice answered from the audience, saying 
no, we could listen to you talk all night <> He continued by 
saying that the thing we luave got to dp is to go out and find 
a groups in every coiranunity that we can find of white people 
who agree with us on our fundamental principles o He said if 
the people we find don't agree, then "vote them dowts" and 
kick them out. 

He stated that the politician in the south is not 
too much worried regarding the negro, that what he is really 
worried about is the fear that the white man may organise and 
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get' together asad he has- a fear of, five, .ten or fifteen thousand 
^ite nssn comiaig to the politician and saying to ..hiias listen 
here yota've got to straigten -isp if you're going to- represent 
uso tEhat's what he is actually afraid of. He said for years 
W2 vhlt® people have Been^pushed' around, kicked 'around, pushed 
aroundo Ha said that down through the years- -the south has 
always .siupported the Deiaberatic" -Party. He said that this 
dates back siany years -igo ^en the Christian Knights rose up 
to save the south from the. negro ^ and he said that -if that had 
taot happened then there- 'woul'dn'' t hs any ^ite 'people here .today 
in the s@Mth or the 'north as, a white race,. He ' said be that 
as it may, it -was down through the- instrumentality of the 
Depooratic Party. He said that it' ms the DemDcratiC Party 
that had sa:Ved, the south froaa the carpetbaggers and scallawags- 
mid since the Deaaocratic Party 'had been loyal to the 'white ?face, 
the south has reisained loyal, to the Eteir^cratic. Party. He said, 
hewever, that since^ the' days oginAmLI^ DEJANO' ROOSEVELT, the 
Demscratic Parfi:y has sold put ,every principle that the- white-

Jo Bo ^STONER began his ta?,k by addressing th^ 
grptJp as felloW' white cit-isens of. ^erican and infome^ 
them ;Lmediately that he heard some news ^n phe radio ^on - 
his ,way tO( the cdn^enftion^from Daytosjo He said he heard ' 
news, that ^ the greatest traitor in. the history is now4ead. 
Ke ^hep' ^a^sssp.^ce.d that according" %9 ^'^^ radiM^^^ GENE; SMITH ^ 
Chifef «>f Po^iee^^'xittie Rock^ .Arkansas j, had jtjst shot^ his 
wife and then killed., himself With the making of this' 
annomisementj the con^en,tion began, cheering and clapping 
and , applauding :and cheering and ' screeming at the '/top of^ 
their voices o He ^aid that the stmsggle in I^ittie Rockj>„ 
Aiel^nsasj) i$ still going on and that' that §t.r^ggle is still 
not yet decided hnp if ^ it co^tin^es like^ its g^ing o^ 
ewentuallj there will csnce p^ain be segregation ip -Little 
Rdcko STONER^ then said that he. himself * had beenw^rki^ 
for.,ye*ars trying to arouse the ^it^ people with very .little

able to do fey himself in ^laite soa^ timeo He said tha^ the, 



bti2Sine@s by promising the negro ewry thing o He said -that' the 
Jews hme told the negro that they are entitled to everything 
so they should be able to .eat with, the white pepple^ go into 
restaurants with the white people and have social relations 
and intertearriage with white people • He said the Jews have, 
^t. the negroes so convinced that the negroes are tired' of 
waiting and its going t(s? be hard to 'convince the negro now 
that the Jew. didn't really mean it mmn he told, him he cotild 
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STONER continued by stating that, every white man 
and his wife and his da:ughter and his sbn and all of 
his children, whether they want to or not, now will 
have to stand up and be with us. He .said that there are some 
practical, matters in rega:rds to politics and although 
everybody is constantly talking about the south, he. 
thinks that Ohio is a good place for the party to hold 
their "convention. He said, it is good for the people in 
Dayton to realize that' they don't jiave much more freedom 
than the people in his counter. , He said about the only 
difference is that over here they try to ,keep you from 
having a meeting and'* over there they try Rearrest: you 
before you hold a*;meeting. He said that if nothing, occurs 
at this convention °^toclay; other, than a nomination of the- 
best governor we have toda^, Orville Faubus, and Admiral 
Cromllja, then the puirpose will Tie well achieved i. He said 
this fact in itself will result in putting 'the, National 
States Rights Party on the ballot 'in waxx^ states.. He said 
tliat whether we, win tEe election or .not we have; still come 
a long ways and that all we have to- do is- jpull, so many 
votes J that if one of the ofchertparties don't. have a majority, 
tiien'we will, hold the Balance of ^powers ^d 'instead of funning 
out to the jew bio© .vote- or the nigger bloc ypte, the 
politicians will then' have to. run after the white bloc vote. 
He said that his answer to these people wSd say we can't win 
and he doesn't believe that we can 'it win. He said if we 
establish ourselves .as a whit:e voting bloc, then the 
Democrats and" Republicans ,wil,l have to come to us to |;ry 
and get our vote, and if they appeal to^us they'll have to 
support what we believe in' and they'll have to put" pur 
beliefs .as a plank in their platform, and they've got to do 
this in order to appeal to our people to get votes from us 
and if they put in a plank of this ^ind to get votes away 
from us 'then we have still accomplished .our purpose.; He 
saidj therefore, if the jews and niggers can form /blocs to 
dominate the two major parties or ratheJ^ the one major party 
with, two- faces or two. fronts, then we can have a bloc of 
control too". He said, however, that that is" just one 
^objective. He said our .'next objective is. that we nSed a 
new political par«y and that if ^e can't win this time 
maybe .\«[e can make enough^ shoeing 'so w^ can win next time.. 
He said he knew one polit:ician who fan for office three 
tirnes before he could get elected but the third tMe he 
was elected and he said if we csan win in two or t^ee 
elections, then we will have accomplished our purjpose. 
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He said if any of. you people have any trouble getting 
your National States Rights Party on the ballot in 'your 
state find bjit all you can about the election laws of 
Jjat state and let me know and I'll help you get it on 
the ballot. He said if we can make a strong showisig and 
win this election the jew is on his Way out and if the jew 
IS on the way out, the. nigger will have to go with him. 
H^^said I don t hate the jews, the nigger, or anybody else 
oat I do believe in self preservation. He said the jews 
plan to destroy our race and if. they destroy our race 
they destroy our civilization and all thoise with it. 
He said that he wf s opposed to mongr^lizin^ the races 
becaixse Christianity could only survive- among ,the white 
race and that in North Africa when they had attempted to 
mongrelize the races, Christianity had failed. He said 
history also records that every* civilization that ever 
tried to mis .up with the niggers went back to the jungles 
or worse. He. said' it isn't that the nigger is so aggressive 
but' he said that any time nigger blood gets into other 
blood' it destroys the race and he said the. jews were trying 
to destroy the white race by pximpihg nigger blood into our 
race. He stated that eventually it will get to",the place 
that a man marries a woman, and he wbn.^t know whether he is 
going, to have a. white child or nigger child j. and If we' 
continue we will get to the point that we got 'a mohgrelized 
racp that they've gqt. down in Cuba. He then iTaid that 
regardless of how, they felt about whether- .they> could win the 
election, he said that if they went with Governor Faubus 
they would get plenty of votes. f ' 
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Some people have criticized^ me^-I am not so angry with 
criticism because I don't feel called lupbh to answer to criticism^ 
Thi^ is joist to let you "know more about the true situation* Some 
people have criticized me because I have attacked that master of 
deceit, J. EDGAR HOOVER, and his face mixing FBI. (Applause) 
Sonfeone said even though he says some things in his book that 
weren't so, on the wholja it's a great book. On the whole the 
great purpose of this book was to win the confidence of the 
reader just like any confidence man or con man trying to beat 
you out of your rights .and your money. Win your confidence and 
then tell you that the ADL, the American Jewish Congress, the 
Mefican Jewish Committee , and NACP are wonderful American 
organizations They make you believe such lies as that. It's 
a fraud p that whole book, "Masters of Deceit^'. The editor In 
Sulphur Springs, Arkansas, in a weekly publication known .as. ^the. 
Sulphur Springs Beacon, I think it is* The publication that 
has been fighting Communism for years and years • They fought 
Communists for years and years and you never .heard one single 
word from. J. EDGAR HOOVER, while the FBI was pouring droves of 
FBI Agents, into Little Rock in 1956 to persecute Governor FAUBUS 
and all the other white segregationists there, and they even 
kidnapped high school giirls to carry them down for hour long 
questioning (unintelligible) without consent of their parents 
or without any lawyers being\present:o Jo EDGAR HOOVER wrote two 
letters to the editor of the Sulphur Sprixigs Beacon o He praised 
him for his stand against Communism, and if that wasri*^ t a smoke 
screen, I don^t know what that was. He praised the editor of 
the Sulphur Springs Beacon in Sulphur Springs, Arkansas, for 
being against Communism so he could keep that editor from saying 
that Jo EDGAR HOOVER was choking and the FBI were choking 
Communist race mixing down the throats of the white people of 
Little Rocko (Applause) J« EDGM HOOVER is the biggest fraud 
ever perpetrated on the American people o He^s a criminal 
(applause), and I'll not only say it here, 1^11 say it anywhere 
else. 1^1 put it in writing and spread it all oyer the country, 
and 1^11 stand by it. He's a criminal; he's a professional 
trained liar* (Applause) ^ The FBI comes around' you and persecutes 
you and you can go get .your Congressman, and he will then ask 
Jo EDGAR HpOV^ about it. ,J., EDGAR HOOVER, every time will deny 
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he's done anything wrong and that any of .his agents have done 
anything wrong regardless, of the. crimes' that they.have committed, 
and I just don't go for such as that. In fact- I've seen- some 
official FBI stationery recently, at leasts it was published by 
the FBI, in which J. EDGAR HOOVER tells *]^eople that they should 
be against what we believe in, such a thing as (voting?, 
registering? -— unintelligible) and things like that — going 
to be in the next Thunderbolt. (Applause) Everyone knows what 
Jewish led NACP stands for— race mixing. J. EDGAR HOOVER says 
the NACP is a great organization. So, what more does anybody 
heed- to know about J. EDGAR HOOVER except that he's, an enemy. 
I was talking to AMOS 6UTHRIDGE (PH) , most prominent, segregation 

lawyer in Little Rock, Arkansas , (unintelligible) and 

even down in Florida? (unintelligible) . He told me the FBI was 
rurming the Little Rock Police Department, which I already knew, 
and that there wouldn* t even be any integration in Little Rock 
if it weren't for the FBI. The Jew Communists ar4 using the 
FBI to force integration on the south, 1 don't care how nice 
some FBI agent is. J. EDGAJR HOOVER iaight be the greatest 
American in history. He might he a saint even before he is 
dead. Some people want to cannohize him now. (Laughter) 
Some of them think he is greater than GEORGE WASHINGTON , 
PATRICK HENRY, and all, bjit I don't care what they think about , 

it. The facts about it are the facts— ^he may be wonderful 

and all. He might be as wonderful as a nice new brand shining 
reyolyer, but I don't care; if a man's going to kilt me, I'm 
not going to stand there and say what a nice pretty revolver 
you Have. That's the same way J. EDGAR HOOVER. The Jew 
Communists are using him against the white race of America just 
like a criminal gangster using a gun against a man he's holding 
up, and- I'm not going to praise an instrxmient even if it's 
wonderful even though I think it's quite rotten. The FBI uses 
perjury—they suborn perjury-— against innocent people like 
GEORGE BRIGHT in Atlanta. They went to see Mr, EMERY BURKE (PH) , 
who was speaking here a minute ago, in Atlanta. Well, before - 
they went to him, they went to see one ,of his friends . The FBI 
Agent named ROBEY (PH) told him that he would see that he got - 
all of the reward in the south (or hlpself— unintelligible) which 
totaled well around $112,000 if he would .cooperate with him in 
sending BURKE to the penitentiary ahd'he also. -- — (unintelligible) 
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The man refused to go along with the FBI. The same FBI Agents 

(unintelligible) then went to BURKE and told 

him they'd see that he got all the. reward money if he'd testify 
against me. Now if that's not subornation of perjury, I don't 
know what is . Whenever the FBI put that VIRGINIA DAVIS 
MOORE (PH) on the stand against GEORGE BRIGHT in Atlantja, 
they're guilty of subornation of perjury, and that's felony. 
Well, the FBI ain't guilty of just ;a"merje misdemeanor, they're 
a bunch of felons running around loose. ; JOHN DILLINGER and 
his gang were an honorable bunch of gentlemen compared against

He also mentioned 
that a Jew professor, named BQAZ (phonetic) at Coliambla 
Onlversi^ had taught a great deal at that university 
leading to Integration, and he said .that many of the 
students he had taught had carried- the integration Idea 
with them from Columbia University. He said that BOAZ 
even acimltted that the negro was an iiiferlor race to the 
white, but he istlll thought they ought to mix. He said 
If It wasn't for the jew we wouldn't have any :race mixing 
nor would we have any communism. He said that KHRUSCHEV 
was married to a je«?, and that most of his children were 
jew children. He said they have a' Jewish daughter-tor law 
and k j ewlsh grandson/ STONER stated though as -far as he 
was concerned he was" against all jews. . ' - ■' \ 

STONER then stated that, he had been down at the 
Odd Fellows" Hair giving' directions^ to , the cdnvehtlon and 
while, he was there- a. man who .met th^ "descrlp^ion^of the 
BILt PETERS of "CBS-TV' came, by; . He 'said the CBS-TV w^s 
tipy/ihg to. smear job on* 'the National Sitates Rights Party. 
He'said .we finally ,got'"rid' of BILL PETERS and we got but 
here' without him. .He; said. GBSrTV^^^d^^ the other news- 
papers and radio stations are controlled by jews and thtey 
weren't willing ta Fiut our .side on their ^programs. 

. SOONER then ?said that I warit,.to tell you in 
closing be sure, and get on the 'ballot. He said now we 
can't help it if the/jew doesn't, like us ,' but he saiii when 
t% jew gets up in the. morhihg; he goes into the bathroom 
and shaves^ mien he. looks in the mirror he sees such a. 
horrlblo sight itzhat he, feels bad, the rest of the day. , '^ 
So then hes takes that spite out on us. So' he said let's 
do all we can to get elected so we'll all get out and vote 
for Governor Orville. Faubus and Admiral John Cromlln. 

The next, speaker introduced was AL MANN of 
Hinsdale, Illinois. 

ALLEN MANN 

MANN began his speech by sta:ting that the niairi 
thing tha,t we have to do is to get our: word to the people. 
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and since we can't get; them througti the jjress we have, 
to get them our own way. He began by pointing out the 
tremendous- amount of litierature they could publish each 
year if each of them- would only mail literature out to 
100 people. He said if thiey' could get 1000 people to 
mail out literature thliik howmany p.eople; they could reach 
'under tihose circumstances and if they could get 5000 people 
working for them they 'could reach a vast, majority of people 
in the' United States, in .a short period of time: He 
suggested that evei^body could-'get all the names tiiey 
wanted from telephone directories and. eyeni if they never 
heard from the people that they sent 'material to it wouldn't 
make any difference; at' least they would be sending it out 
and getting it circulated'. He said that if; everybody would 
take thirty minutes of- his: time, each week to' mail out this 
literature it would reach a tremen*dous amount of people. 
He said that we tried this; in Chicago and in a very short, 
time we had many people working for us, sending out. this 
literature. He said that he had two leaflets, with, him and 
he would like to get s.tarted right away tonight, and if 
everybody, was agreeable he .would' like to'givje. everybody 
33 of each;6f tthose leaflets to inail, out. MANN then 
continued *hy mentioning some of the' books jthat he ;had in- 
his possession and offered' some description of the books. 
He mentioned that one of. them. had. k: thorough discussion of 
i^he anti-Ghristian viewpoint. He said that one book he had 
covers all Jewish interests from the. very begiiinihg up to 
t6day>T- The? book' that he referred to. sold for $4.00 for ithe 
paperback: and $6.00 for the hard bkck cover. MANN also , 
commented that he would like to see; Anyone at the ^convention 
who was there from Illinois and stated that if you know 
anyone, from Illinois he would appreciate it if you. would 
.write to him and have, him get in touch with him. After 
telling those in attendance that he would like to see and 
talk to as many as possible he then concluded his comments. 

FRANK RYAN 

. The next speaker introduced himself by sayiSg 
toy name is FRAKK RYAN. He then referred pb the gentleman 
who had jiist spoken from the; State o£ Illinois and' toI<i' 
those present that he wanted to tell ^hem about what was 
happeni% in the City of Chicago todays 'He- then spoke- in.
